DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Most Happy Fella- City Center 2/10. 7 pros-all raves- 
filed on NYC Light Opera Co. limited two week revival of Frank 
Loesser's 1956 musical play. Norman Atkins, Paula Stewart, Libi 
Staiger, Jack De Lon, Art Lund are featured in cast directed by 
Dania Krupska. All elements, with minor exception of dancing, 
shared in praise. Newcomer Libi Staiger was singled out for 
particular praise in role originated by Susan Johnson. Funke, 
Times, felt that show has more genuine music than heard in all 
the new shows this season put together. $3.80 top makes this a 
superior bargain with a first rate cast, Times drama editor con- 
cluded. Crist, Herald Tribune, rated it an excellent revival by an 
excellent cast. Watt, News, liked it better than the original in 
many roles, he tabbed Staiger a comedy find Coleman, Mirror, 
enjoyed the musical, which is worth hearing again and again, 
Watts, Post, also enjoyed it better than the original, mostly be- 
cause he was ready for the 30 song score. Aston, World Tele- 
gram & Sun, approved the lively troupe and the enthusiastic 
direction, McClain, Journal American okayed the tip-top re- 
vival, that boasts a charm and enthusiasm often superior to the 
original cast. 


The Legend of Lizzie-54th St 2/9-2/10. 1 pro-News- and 
6 con- filed on Reginald Lawrence drama which closed in mid- 
week after 2 performances. Hartney Arthur directed cast head- 
ed by Anne Meacham and Douglass Montgomery, Arthur and Nat 
Stevens were the producers of show which lost its entire $100,000 
investment. Rave notice from Chapman, News, cheered the en- 
thralling production, the splendid cast, the stunning setting by 
Ballou, the perfect pace and the whole of a good story based on 
the Lizzie Borden legend. But majority of dissenters found the 
proceedings only dull, diffuse, dreary, tedious. Atkinson, Times, 
and Coleman, Mirror, both noted that former TV drama still has 
that media's form. Kerr, Herald Tribune, admitted he did not have 
foggiest notion what author's viewpoint was, Watts Post, and Mc- 
Clain, Journal American, agreed that as presented Lizzie Borden 
was dullest character known. Journal American audience poll 
voted 2 pro, 2 con, 


A Clearing in the Woods- Sheridan Sq 2/12.5 pros- 
and 2 con- Times, Mirror- filed on revival of Arthur Laur- 
ents 1956 play , presented as the second in a series of four 
plays by the author by Paul Michael and Gayle Hinckley. 
Nancy Wickwire and Gene Lyons are featured in the current 
production, staged by Jack Ragotzy. All but Times aisle- 
sitter applauded fine portrayal of Wickwire in difficult role. 
Cast generally got better notices than script, which many 
found wordy and pretentious. On the pro side Crist, Herald 
Tribune, approved of the stunning, virtuoso performance by 
Wickwire, but felt the script had been over-simplified. Mc- 
Harry, News, marked it as a wordy attraction for the ser- 
ious minded, given a professional production, Herridge, Post, 
also found Wickwire stunning in as good a production as you 
are likely to see of script. McClain, Journal American, okayed 
it as serious Off Broadway work, but thought neither lady nor 
play deserved the attention. Con side headed by Calta, Times, 
who thought play still a pretentious work filled with particles 
of philosphies that are not worth the trouble, he also found 
Wickwire at times unconvincing. Coleman, Mirror, panned it 
for shifting style from poetic to colloquial , though he also 
praised Wickwire. 


Electra and Harlequinade -Rita Allen 2/13. 5 pros 
for Sophocles' Electra- and 1 con-News, plus 3 pros-Herald 
Tribune, Mirror, WTS- and 3 con-Times, Post, Journal Amer- 
can on Terrence Rattigan's Harlequinade filed on twin bill 
presented by Milton Cassel and Harry Rigby, featuring Jud- 
ith EvelynMurray Matheson, staged by Patricia Mclllrath, 
University of Kansas City. Electra with Evelyn in title role 
was found stimulating, compelling by all but Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, who feared that the director had fallen in love with 

the stately rhythm of the play and never recovered, Atkinson, 
Times, on the other hand found it impressive, alive, and ex- 
cellently acted. Coleman, Mirror, approved of both product- 
ions and suggested company has good start toward a classic 
repertory group. Critics split on virtues of Rattigan play- 
let, originally presented on Broadway as proloque to Brown- 
ing Version. Half enjoyed it, others felt it silly. News did 
not cover project.

Rashomon is the sort of play that Stanis- 
lavsky or Copeau might have done, or that Jean Louis 
Barrault might do now to escape from the drudgery of 
success, states Atkinson, Times, 


INTERVIEW HI-LITES... Benefits account for 10% of a show's 
box office, but you would never know it from the producers, 
party agent Ivy Larric told Johnson, World Telegram & 
Sun. When she started she concentrated solely on high- 
minded plays, but found most groups prefer musicals, The 
husband pays for the tickets and they want escape... Off 
Broadway is getting more prestige than Broadway, it has 
more knowing audiences, it is drawing some of the finer 
playwrights and you can make money if you choose the 
right playhouse for your production, Gene Dingenary, 
producer of Heloise , told Herridge, Post. 


The Most Happy Fella is a splendid revival of a modern 
musical theatre classic presented by an excellent cast as the 
first of the always enjoyable spring productions of the NYC Light 
Opera Company at the City Center. Chock full of all kinds of won- 
derful music and designed as a showcase for the talents of a goodly 
number of young actor-singers, it is ideally suited to the City Cen- 
ter. Libi Staiger is a standout comedy find, who already has been 
found, She signed for Destry Rides Again within days of her fine 
notices. Staged by experts who can bring a musical to life in two 
weeks, it is only a pity that theatre-faus do not support the City 
Center to the point where such programs can be run for two months 
instead of two weeks.

The Legend of Lizzie is no more, dying after two perform- 
ances, The play was unusually bad with the author lost in a group 
of multi-level sets, trying to keep diverse parts of his story going 
in all at once, and only succeeding in making the famed Lizzie Bor- 
den legend as dull as yesterday's comic strips. 


* 


A Clearing in the Woods is an elemental, pretentious first 
attempt at psychological playwriting. It presents in dull detail 
the problems of a very uninteresting female. The direction of the 
revival is tops in keeping an otherwise static play moving, while 
the cast does as well as can be expected with the materia: on 
hand. 


* * 


Ford Fund grants to directors is another highmark in 
educational and community theatre. The work and results of 
the project should be reported in detail as to all aspects of the 
endeavor, both as a guide to other grants and as means of mark- 
ing the growth of these way-off Broadway playhouses. In the 
future the Ford Fund intends to present grants to directors with 
projects for NY Broadway and Off Broadway Theatres, and the 
background gained from the previous experience out-of-town 
will be vital in making sane grants to over-ambitious NY pro- 
ducers and directors.

The size of the site of the proposed repertory theatre 
in the Lincoln Square project versus the size of the park that 
Robert Moses wants for the site is a controversy going on be- 
hind the very closed doors of those involved. It broke into 
print with the comment of Mrs. V. Beaumont Allen, who has 
given $3 million toward the new theatre. Except for the single 
quote from the worried benefactor, there has not been a com- 
ment, pro or con, from Robert Moses, the advisory board 
of the Lincoln Square project, the theatre advisory group, or 
any other soul, If such decisions are to be made in secret 
as they usually are when Mr. Moses is concerned, then it 
is hoped that the theatre advisory group is at least battling 
hard.to give the project the best possible new playhouse. 


The promotion campaign for the early midweek mat- 
inee curtain had better sound off with the effect of an atom 
bomb or it will result in a complete fiasco. Changing the 
2 30 PM matinee habit of decades cannot be done with a few 
subway posters. Another half-hearted attempt at an early 
curtain, and an early retreat because the lack of planning 
resulted in a diaster will be another bad mark against the 
theatre. A major public relations project of this kind should 
be put in the hands of public relations experts and not left 
to last minute attempts at mere publicity.
